one but textile mills and that 
the system will drive American 
cotton out of the world market 
by 1970. 
"Research won't save cotton 
because it will come too late," 
Bracy said. "And the idea that 
promotion of cotton will save 
our industry is a fallacy too." 
Sharp opposition to B ra c /s 
statements was sounded by E r­ 
nest C. Carpenter, 
director 
of cotton 
procurement 
for 
Greenwood Mills, Greenwood, 
S. C. 
Carpenter 
told 
Bracy: 
"I 
think you may be sincere, but 
I deplore your judgment. The ba­ 
sic reason mills fought so hard 
for one-price cotton is that for­ 
eign 
cotton 
was 
swamping 
American mills under the two- 
price system ." 
"Unless cotton is permitted 
to recapture its fair share of 
the world market it will within 
the next five years cease to 
be a major farm crop in the 
United States," Bracey said. 
Bracey explained that the so- 
called one price system 
for 
cotton, which will not permit 
U. S. cotton to meet the compe­ 
tition of foreign 
growths on a 
sale, to sale basis, was pri­ 
marily responsible for heavy 
losses in export sales during 
the past few years. 
U. S. producers have moved 
only 3.5 million bales per year 
into expert channels during the 
past two seasons compared to 
an average volume of 6 million 
bales 
during 
seasons when 
their cotton was offered on a 
competitive bid sales basis. 


The loss of export markets 
through the so -calledone price 
system resulted in the 
heavy 
cutbacks on cotton production 
during the current crop year. 
Bracey told his audience that 
there is "no cause to blame 
Secretary Freeman (for loss 
of exports) so long as our gov­ 
ernment is bound by law 
to 
travel the so-called one price 
road." "We might as well face 
the fact, and accept the fact, 
that if the present law is con­ 
tinued there is no hope for 
cotton in the world m arket," 
Bracey stressed. He said that 
"so long as foreign sellers 
are able to see our price 
a 
year in advance and know that 
we can't make any adjustment 
to meet prevailing conditions 
in the world market without 
making further concessions to 
domestic textile mills, there 
is nothing that anyone can do 
to reverse the current trend." 
The farm official noted that 
the cotton industry has a choice 
between continuing the so-called 
one price system and selling 
cotton in world markets. 
"If the cotton industry wants 
to stay in the cotton business, 
it must face the fact that the 
current pricing system can only 
result in complete d isaster," 
he said. "If the industry will 
face up to this one basic fact, 
there is still a possibility that 
U. S. cotton can again be moved 
into the world market." 
Bracey discussed the pos­ 
sibility of moving cotton 
into 
world 
markets 
through 
the 
"W ar on Hunger" plan that is 
being advanced by the adminis­ 
tration. 
He noted that his organiza­ 
tion, the Missouri Farm ers As­ 
sociation, 
already had advo­ 
cated such an arrangement 
in 
testimony to the house commit­ 
tee on agriculture. 
In this testimony the 
MFA 
urged that the war on hunger be 
expanded to include cotton, ex­ 
plaining that it was just as lm-

BEATRIX AND CLAUS 
A royal wedding in the Netherlands is apt to 
be a political as well as social event. But 
rejoicing will be less than universal when 
Crown Princess Beatrix marries Claus von 
Amsberg Thursday, March 10 at Baarn. The 
trouble is that von Amsberg, a German, once 
belonged to the Hitler Youth organization and 
fought with the Nazi army in Italy. Although 
personable and fluent in Dutch, von Amsberg 
has stirred up bitter memories of the German 
invasion and occupation of World War II. 
Beatrix’ sister, Princess Irene, roiled po­ 
litical waters two years ago when she an­ 
nounced her conversion to Catholicism and 
then wed Prince Carlos Hugo de Bourbon-Parma, 
a pretender to the Spanish throne. Carlos was 
closely identified with the regime of General­ 
issimo Francisco Franco, hardly a popular hero 
in Holland. To ward off a possible consti­ 
tutional crisis, Irene renounced her right of 
succession to the throne. 
Dutchmen with long memories no doubt recall 
that Prince Bernhard, Beatrix’ father, was a 
German citizen employed by the I. G. Farben 
dye trust at the time of his engagement in 
1936 to the then Crown Princess Juliana. Queen 
Wilhelmina and the parliament withheld ap­ 
proval of the match pending investigation of 
Bernhard’s political views. It may be worth 
remembering also that the beloved W ilhelmina’s 
own husband and mother were of German origin. 
At any rate, no fuss is expected when Princess 
Margriet, next in line to the throne after 
Beatrix, goes to the altar late this year or 
early in 1967. Her fiance is Piet van Vollen- 
hoven, a Dutch commoner:

Colonel E. I. (Mike) Hockaday, 
Superintendent of the M issouri 
Highway Patrol, announced to­ 
day that the Patrol will conduct 
dem onstrations on the operation 
of the Photoelectric 
Breath­ 
alyzer instrum ent used on sus­ 
pected drunk drivers in Mis­ 
souri. 
The dem onstrations are avail­ 
able to civic organizations in 
the State as part of the High­ 
way Patrol’s public information 
and education program . 
The B reathalyzer is a porta­ 
ble instrum ent which quickly 
reveals through a sim ple breath 
test the concentration of al­ 
cohol in the blood of anyone 
suspected of being “ under the 
influence.” This device for de­ 
term ining intoxication by chem­ 
ical tests has been approved 
by the State Division of Health. 
The 
dem onstrations 
will be 
conducted by those patrolm en 
who have been trained as in­ 
structors in the operation of 
the B reathalyzer and by other 
mem bers of the Patrol who have 
been trained to 
adm inister 
breath 
tests 
to drivers sus­ 
pected of driving while intoxi­ 
cated. 
Colonel Hockaday said, “ The 
purpose of these dem onstra­ 
tions is to give as many peo­ 
ple as possible 
the oppor­ 
tunity to see firsthand 
how 
the chemical test really works. 
The dem onstration will show 
how the breath

is delivered to the instrum ent,

In an unusual coincidence of 
history, two of the most illus­ 
trious signers of the D eclara­ 
tion of Independence, Thomas 
Jefferson, 83, and John Adams, 
91, died the sam e day. It was 
on July 4, 1826, the 50th an­ 
niversary of American Inde­ 
pendence.

delegation cam e to John 
Adams and asked him, from his 
deathbed, to give them a last 
m essage for the United States of 
America on its m ost glorious 
holiday.

Adams gave them two 
words; 
“ Independence 
F or­ 
ever!” 
Freedom from England 
had 
long 
since been won. 
John 
Adams was not speaking of the 
American Revolution that was 
past. He was speaking of the fu­ 
ture, as far ahead as he or any 
man 
could see. In all that fu­ 
ture, he wanted the United States 
of America to be truly indepen­ 
dent. 
In our time we have heard 
much

Headlights, good brakes, sig­

unworn piston rings are out. 
Rubber dice dangling from the 
rear-view m irro r and plastic 
flowers planted along the dash­ 
board are in. 
The m irror, by the way, is for 
the driver to view himself, nev­ 
e r to look back at a car. 
To become a taxi driver, one 
must 
reach a rather 
loose 
agreement with the authorities 
not to gouge the client 
much 
more than is on the rate card, 


and to print a “ taxi” sign which 
m ust be slapped in front of the 
driver, guaranteeing obscured 
vision. 
There are few traffic cops. At 
peak hours, three control the 
flow along the city’s stree ts. 
They are assisted by a corner 
man who is in perpetual argu­ 
ment with one offender while a 
hundred more drift by. 


Usually the police wait until a 
total traffic jam occurs to get 
off their stand and join the 
corner man 
for a smoke. 
There are a few foot patrol­ 
men to check offenders. 
There are two form s of speed, 
too much and too little. Leopold­ 
ville has its collection of hot­ 
shots who tool down the boule­ 
vard at 80 m iles per hour or so. 
It has some m ore decrepit cars 
which can’t top 20.

his political victory. 
F irst, 
when the 
Fulbright 
senate 
foreign 
relations 
debate on Viet Nam started, he 
im m ediately 
stole the head­ 
lines with his dram atic flight 
to Honolulu. It proved 
a 
m aster 
stroke. P rem ier Ky, 
who came to the meeting with 
a bad 
advance p re ss,tu rn e d 
out to be a human being, ap­ 
parently not a H itler-lover. He 
was humble, gave the 
right 
answ ers, talked about 
social 
reform . 
Some presidents would have 
been content to re st with this 
victory, but Lyndon knew he 
had battles to win. So 
from 
Honolulu he ordered 
Vice 
President 
Hubert Humphrey, 
darling of the lib erals, to the 
F ar East. HHH cam e backafter 
visiting various key capitals. 
HUBERT VOWS ’EM 
It m attered not that he got a 


sour reaction in India 
and 
Pakistan and that later they 
slapped back at his proffered 
loans. More im portant, he a r ­ 
rived home, a whirlwind

congress. 
The 
Dem ocratic

BEATRIX AND CLAUS 
A royal wedding in the Netherlands is apt to 
be a political as well as social event. But 
rejoicing will be less than universal when 
Crown Princess Beatrix marries Claus von 
Amsberg Thursday, March IO at Baarn. The 
trouble is that von Amsberg, a German, once 
belonged to the Hitler Youth organization and 
fought with the Nazi army in Italy. Although 
personable and fluent in Dutch, von Amsberg 
has stirred up bitter memories of the German 
invasion and occupation of World War II. 
Beatrix’ sister, Princess Irene, roiled po­ 
litical waters two years ago when she an­ 
nounced her conversion to Catholicism and 
then wed Prince Carlos Hugo de Bourbon-Parma, 
a pretender to the Spanish throne. Carlos was 
closely identified with the regime of General­ 
issimo Francisco Franco, hardly a popular hero 
in Holland. To ward off a possible consti­ 
tutional crisis, Irene renounced her right of 
succession to the throne. 
Dutchmen with long memories no doubt recall 
that Prince Bernhard, Beatrix* father, was a 
German citizen employed by the I. G. Farben 
dye trust at the time of his engagement in 
1936 to the then Crown Princess Juliana. Queen 
Wilhelmina and the parliament withheld ap­ 
proval of the match pending investigation of 
Bernhard’s political views. It may be worth 
rememl)ering also that thebeloved Wilhelmina’s 
own husband and mother were of German origin. 
At any rate, no fuss is expected when Princess 
Margriet, next in line to the throne after 
Beatrix, goes to the altar late this year or 
early in 1967. Her fiance is Piet van Vollen- 
hoven, a Dutch commoner;

A reader sent us this editorial from the Union 
County Leader, Clayton, New Mexico, and we re­ 
print it for your thoughtul consideration. 
“Hey, Uncle, how much does it cost to rear 
a child? 
“You allow us taxpayer parents only $600 a 
year to feed, clothe, house and train a youngster. 
Yet to feed, clothe, house and train a youngster 
in your Federal Government Job Corps you spend 
$7,000 a year! 
“Now, which is the correct figure? Either we 
are allowing you too much or you’re not allowing 
us enough. 
“ You allow taxpaying parents a $600 deduction 
for the care and feeding of each child. . . .Yet 
under the Cuban refugee programme, you assume 
minimal upkeep requires $1,200 a year — and if 
the Cuban boy or girl is attending school — an 
extra $1,000 a year. 
“How come you shortchange the homefolks? 
“ In the austere environs of a Federal prison, 
you have discovered that it costs, to maintain 
one person, with no frills, no luxuries and no 
borrowing of Dad’s car — $2,300 per year. By 
what rule of thumb do you estimate that Mom and 
Dad can do it for one-fourth that amount? 
“And Uncle, your VISTA Programme (Volun­ 
teers in Service to America) spent $3.1 million 
the last fiscal year to turn out 202 trainees. That 
indicates that the cost of maintaining and training 
one youth for one year is more than $15,000. 
Then how come we taxpaying parents get an ex­ 
emption of only $600 to maintain and train one 
youth for one year? 
“ Of course, it is possible that you expect us 
parents to manage more efficiently than you, be­ 
cause we usually do. With all our expenses, we 
Americans have more than enough savings to 
offset our debts, you don’t. 
“ With all our prosperity, you, Uncle, are still 
spending per year $2.9 billion more for relief 
than during the depths of the Depression. So it 
might be that you are uncommonly extravagant. 
“ But, however, we try to rationalize and ex­ 
plain and excuse you, it is still a hurtful affront 
when you allow us hardworking dues-paying 
homefolks only $600 a year to rear a legitimate 
child. . . 
“While you, under ADC, will pay more than

ing on a com m ittee established 
by the association to revise 
crim inal law procedures. 
CRIMINAL CODE TO INCLUDE 
SUBSTITUTE 
FOR 
BAIL 
SYSTEM 
A substitute for M issouri’s 
bail bond requirem ents has been 
proposed by the M issouri 
Bar 
A ssn. com m ittee on crim inal 
codes and procedures which is 
designed 
to 
protect citizens 
awaiting 
court 
tria ls from 
abuses inherent in the present 
bail system . 
“ The present bail system is 
based on the principle of putting 
up some penalty to induce ap­ 
pearance at a tria l,” according 
to Ted L auer, a law professor 
at the University of M issouri 
at Columbia and a member of 
The proposed system , Lauer 
said, is patterned after the con­ 
gressional “ Bail Reform Act of 
1965” which states: “ Present 
Federal bail practices are re ­ 
pugnant to the spirit of 
the 
Constitution and dilute 
the 
basic tenets that a person 
is 
presum ed innocent until proven 
guilty by a court of law, and 
that 
justice should be equal 
and accessible to all.” 
In addition, L auer pointed out 
that the bail system often has 
been abused, as in cases where 
the defendant has committed an­ 
other crim e to pay his bonds­ 
man, or where courts 
refuse 
to accept bail from anyone but 
a bondsman, who in turn often 
gives a percentage to the offi­ 
cials involved. 
“ We need to re-exam ine what 
we are after in employing the 
bail 
system ,” L aure 
said. 
F irst, is the requirem ent ofap- 
pearance at tria l, but a reput­ 
able citizen with extensive com­ 
munity ties is not likely to run 
away, he explained. 
The Manhattan Bail Project, 
sponsored by the Vera Founda­ 
tion in 1963-64, recommended a 
point system to examine a de­ 
fendant’s 
background 
and 
eligibility for release before 
tria l. 
If a defendant met certain 
requirem ents he was released 
on his own recognizance to re­ 
turn for his own trial. 
Lauer said that about 2,630 
were released in this m atter, 


and 99 per cent of the defen­ 
dants showed up in court. 
In som e cases, a defendant 
who is charged for a petty 
felony often serves more tim e 
awaiting trial than 
he does 
following the conviction, as he 
might be paroled from the date 
of the trial after having spent 
several days or months in jail 
because he could not afford to 
post bond, L auer explained. 
“ This is 1966,” Lauer said, 
“ and many of our crim inal 
procedures, 
specifically the 
bail 
system reflect doctrines 
adopted by our 
great-great- 
grandfathers.” 
To 
bring this 
apsect 
of 
crim inal procedure up to date, 
L auer 
and 
other com m ittee 
m em bers have begun by avoid­ 
ing even the use 
of the word 
“ bail” and have labeled 
this 
section of crim inal procedure 
“ release 
pending 
pro­ 
ceedings.” 
Where it is likely the defen­ 
dant will not appear for tria l, 
the com m ittee is considering 
release on his recognizance, 
b°sed on age, ties with 
the 
community, work record and 
the nature of the offense. 
Lauer said that a provision 
has been made for the use of 
a property or cash bond 
in 
some cases, but that this will 
be discouraged. It also 
is 
possible that a defendant would 
be allowed to work during 
the 
tim e pending crim inal 
pro­ 
ceedings. 
Additional requirem ents on a 
graduated 
sale have been pro­ 
vided to insure appearance at 
trial if the court is not rea­ 
sonably certain the defendant 
will try to escape. 
L auer said he has recom ­ 
mended a statute making it a 
crim inal offense to fail to ap­ 
pear in court, and to a le sse r 
degree, the individual courts 
may hold the possibility of a 
fine oi other penalties 
to in­ 
sure trial appearance. 
“ One thing must be kept in 
mind,” L auer said, “ that the 
purpose of pre-trial release is 
not 
the 
prevention of 
other 
crim es.” 
The defendant 
is 
presum ed innocent until proven 
guilty, he explained, and 
the 
present bail system does not 
coincide with this principle.

A substitute for Missouri's 
bail bond requirements has been 
proposed by the Missouri 
Bar 
Assn. committee on criminal 
codes and procedures which is 
designed 
to 
protect citizens 
awaiting 
court 
trials from 
abuses inherent in the present 
bail system . 
“ The present bail astern is 
based on the principle of putting 
up some penalty to induce ap­ 
pearance at a tria l," according 
to Ted Lauer, a law professor 
at the University of Missouri 
at Columbia and a member of 
The proposed system, Lauer 
said, is patterned after the con­ 
gressional “ Bail Reform Act of 
1965" which states; “ Present 
Federal bail practices are re­ 
pugnant to Ute spirit of 
the 
Constitution and dilute 
the 
basic tenets that a person 
is 
presumed Innocent until proven 
guilty by a court of law, and 
tliat 
justice should be equal 
and accessible to a ll." 
In addition, Lauer pointed out 
that the bail system often has 
been abused, as in cases where 
the defendant has committed an­ 
other crim e to pay his bonds­ 
man, or where courts 
refuse 
to accept bail from anyone but 
a bondsman, who in turn often 
gives a percentage to the offi­ 
cials involved. 
“ We need to re-examine what 
we are after in employing the 
bail 
system ,” Laure 
said. 
F irs t, is the requirement ofap- 
bearance at tria l, but a reput­ 
able citizen with extensive com­ 
munity ties is not likely to run 
away, he explained. 
Tile Manhattan Bail Project, 
sponsored by the Vera Founda­ 
tion in 1963-64, recommendeda

If a defendant met certain 
requirem ents he was released 
on his own recognizance to re­ 
turn for his own trial.

might be paroled from the date 
of the trial after having spent 
several days or months in jail 
because he could not afford to 
post bond, Lauer explained. 
“ This is 1966," Lauer said, 
“ and many of our crim inal 
procedures,

system reflect doctrines 
adopted by our 
great-great- 
grandfe th ers."

Lauer 
and 
other committee 
members have begun by avoid­ 
ing even the use 
of the word 
“ b a il" and have labeled

Where it is likely the defen­ 
dant w ill not appear for tria l, 
the committee is considering 
release on his recognizance, 
lapsed on age, ties with 
the 
community, work record and 
the nature of the offense. 
Lauer said that a provision 
has been made for the use of 
a property or cash bond 
in 
some cases, but that this w ill 
be discouraged. It also 
is 
possible that a defendant would 
be allowed to work during 
the 
tim e pending crim inal 
pro­ 
ceedings. 
Additional requirements on a 
graduated 
sale have been pro­ 
vided to insure appearance at 
trial if the court is not rea­ 
sonably certain the defendant 
w ill try to escape. 
Lauer said he has recom­

Legislators Battle Over 
State Capitol History 


JEFFERSON CITY (AP)--An 
$81,000 item in a proposed budg­ 
et 
of nearly $1 billion pro­ 
duced the liveliest debate of the 
appropriations 
hearings this 
year. 
The money is requested by the 
state Park Board to begin res* 
toration of Missouri's 
early 
capitol at St. Charles. 


Sen. A Clifford Jones, R-Clay- 
ton, challenged the expenditure 
on principle. He said he would 
not object if the project were 
identified as restoration of the 
“ second state capitol," instead 
of the first. 
Jones earlier challenged St. 
C harles' right to claim the first 
capitol 
during 
testimony by 
Robert Brownlee, director of 
state Historical Society. 
Tuesday afternoon he began

the 101st Airborne, one of the 
nation’s crack military units. 
Specialist McGill, a graduate 
of ihe class of 1959 at Campbell 
High School, is the son of Mrs. 
Emily McGill of Campbell. He 
has three brothers and three 
sisters. He received his diplo­ 
ma after completing the U.S. 
Arm y 
high 
school 
training 
course while in the service. 
The 25-year-old soldier, who 
received his discharge in San 
Francisco on February 3, en­ 
tered the Army on January 8, 
1958, as a volunteer. He rose 
from private to Specialist Fifth 
C lass during his eight years in 
the Army, and while in South - 
Viet Nam served as the senior 
demolition specialist for 
his 
platoon. 
The F irst Brigade, with Spe­ 
cialist 
McGill as one of its 
ranking non-commissioned of­ 
ficers, embarked July 7 last 
y ear for Viet Nam, but didn’t 1 
a rriv e until July 29, thanks to 
a 
World War D-vintage ship 
that stopped running four times 
between the U.S. and Southeast 
Asia. 
Landing at Cam Rahn Bay, 
the First Brigade was given its 
firs t mission at 
An Khe, a 
mountainous area 
commonly 
referred to as the “ central 
highlands.” The next mission 
was at Qui Nhon, and then the 
brigade was sent to Ben Cat, 
northwest of Saigon. The unit 
had one more mission, this one 
to Tuy Hoa, before setting up 
base at Phan Rang. In each m is­ 
sion, the brigade’s principal a s ­ 
signment was to serve as the 
-m a in back-up force for attacks- 
against the enemy and to stem 
enemy attacks. 
It was four months before the 
brigade set up base at Phan 
Rang and was relieved of its 
assignment as a back-up force. 
During those four months, Spe­ 
cialist McGill never slept in a 
tent, since the unit was not a s ­ 
signed shelter until it occupied 
a permanent base. 
Since 
he was a member of 
the 
famed 
airborne 
divi­ 
sion, the Dunklin 
Countian 
made four jumps, none of them 
combat jumps, while in Viet 
Nam. Most of the time his 4,- 
000-man brigade was airlifted 
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to trouble spots by helicopters, 
although occasionally air trans­ 
port planes were utilized. 
Of the original 4,000 men who 
landed last July at Cam Rahn 
Bay, som e 3,200 still remain in 
South Viet Nam. The number 
has dwindled as a result of fa­ 
ta lities, Injuries, m alaria and, 
as in Specialist M cGill's case, 
discharge from the Army at the 
completion of enlistm ent.
